Within five days of the 
receipt of the recruiting papers, 
the number of names required by 
the state in the formation of a 
company were secured. 

The Governor was notified that 
the company was full. The next 


from the following towns in Ox¬ 
ford Co.: Greenwood, Albany, 
Stoneliam, Sweden, Buckfield, 
Rumford, Canton, Mexico, Paris, 
Woodstock, Andover, Mason, Up- 
Ion, Newry, Grafton. Sumner, 
Riley Plantation, Brownfield, 
Hamlin’s Grant and Norway. 

The company now lacking about 
twenty of the required numbers. 
Lieut. C. M. Wormell, now of this 
- place, went to Bryant’s Pond and 
selected twenty men from .a com¬ 
pany that was recruited by the 
late Doctor Lapham and Moses 
Houghton. The Bryant’s Pond 
Company was disbanded, there 
being more volunteers in those 
early days of the war, than were 
wanted by the government, though 
this was not the case later, when 
volunteers in some sections were 
rare. Company,“1” now had its re¬ 
quisite. Yhile at Camp Preble, 
the Company was most pleasantly 
and patriotically remembered by 
the good ladies of Bethel, who in 
large numbers came to bid us good 
bye before starting South. They 
drove over from Portland in car¬ 
riages,, bringing with them a 
beautiful silk flag which was pre¬ 
sented to the company by Mrs. A.

Taking fche entire population of the 
world into consideration there are al¬ 
most exactly 28 inhabitants to each 
square mile.. The following figures 
showing the number of persons, omit¬ 
ting fractions, to a square mile in the 
several divisions of the globe are from 
the best authorities on human family 
statistics: Europe, 88; Asia, 46; Africa, 
18; North America, 9; South America, 
4; Oceanica and the polar regions, 2.— 
St. Louis Republic.

ACCOUN T OF A HOAX. 

STORY OF THE MOHICAN’S LOSS IN 
THE NORTH PACIFIC OCEAN. 

Hour “tying Tom Barrett” Came to Tell 
the lam—A Rivalry Had Grown Up 
Among the Mnnehansens, hat the Mo¬ 
hican tie Was a tittle Too Much. 

Very many persons may remember 
the story that was telegraphed and ca¬ 
bled all over the world in the summer 
of 1895 of the sinking of the United 
States revenue cutter Mohican by the 
British seal_ pirate Belle of the Pacific 
somewhere in that indefinite part of the 
north Pacific ocean known to all Alas¬ 
kans as “the westward. ” Not so many 
probably will remember that the story 
was a fake, because it is the lamentable 
history of such things that the truth 
never completely overtakes the lie. It 
was a lie out of whole cloth, as was 
demonstrated when the Mohican turned 
up all right that fall at the end of the 
patrol season, but the manner of its pub¬ 
lication has not been told. 

This lie began to have its being years 
ago when the steamers first began to 
take tourists from “down below,” as 
Alaskans call the States, up through the 
gorgeous scenery of the north Pacific 
coast line for a peep at the northern ter¬ 
ritory. As a usual thing the tourists 
spend eight or ten hours ashore at Ju¬ 
neau and as much more in Sitka. Some¬ 
times they make a dash np to Muir gla¬ 
cier. Altogether they see a lot of the 
country in a panoramic sort of way, and 
they hear a great deal more about it. It 
is one of the lands where the blindest 
bluffs hold good and the wildest tales 
are true. So when they get back to the 
States again, the tourists begin to nn- 
to: their friends and their friends’ 
friends and to their acquaintances and 
to anybody who will listen, particularly 


and to give him a good seiid off if there 
was effort at verification. So when the 
steamer put in at Port Townshend, Bar¬ 
rett got himself interviewed, and the 
next day the world was reading “Oap- 
i fa 111 Thomas Barrett’s” remarkable sto- 
1 ry of the loss of the Mohican. When 
the yarn got back to Juneau and Sitka, 
there were some Alaskans who laughed 
mightily at the hoax, but others, who 
knew the officers of the Mohican thought 
jof the cruelty of it to the relatives and 
friends of the cutter’s men, and on the 
whole Barrett’s story did not meet with 
the approval even of the liars. That 
was carrying the thing too far. Harm¬ 
less stories about islands of gold or im 
possible customs of unbeard of people 
were well enough, but this lie turned 
the tide in favor of truthfulness, and 
now Alaskans are more circumspect in 
their stories about the territory. But 
Barrett will never be anybody but “Ly¬ 
ing Tom” to them.—New York Sun.
